“The Oath of a Roman Catholic Bishop. 

_ The following oath, taken by a Roman Catho- 
lic Bishop, is translated from the Latin of a very

It 
shows the obligations under which a Roman Bish- 
op places himself, when his allegiance lies, and 
to ied he holds himself amenable.

“IT, A. B., Bishop elect of the See of N., do 
swear, that from this time henceforth, I will be 
| faithful and obedient to the blessed Apostle Peter, 
to the Holy Church of Rome, and to our Lord the

persons seized ; or hands in any way lifted up 
against them, or wrong done to them, on any pre- 
tence whatever. ‘The council they intrust to me,

my church, to the discipline of my clergy and | 
people ; and of all things appertaining to the state 


of my church, to the discipline of my clergy and 


commands. But if 1 shall be lawfully prevented, | 
[ will render an account by a sure messenger, es- 
pecially commissioned for this purpose, one of my 
Chapters, or some other Ecclesiastical Dignitary 
or Rector; or in default of all those, by a Priest 
of my Diocese; or, this failing, by some other 
secular or regular Priest of known integrity and 
religion, fully instructed in all the particulars 
aforesaid. And by such messengers, I will also 
send certificates duly authenticated, of the im- 
pediment (which hinders my coming in person) to 
the presiding Cardinal of the Holy Church of 
Rome, in the congregation of the sacred coun- 
cil. | 

“ The effects of my table, I will not sell, or give 
away ; or pawn; or grant; nor in any manner 
alienate, not even with the consent of the Dean 
and Chapter of my See, without consulting the 
Roman Pontiff. And if ever I make any aliena- 
tion, I will thereby incur the penalties contained | 
in the canons thereunto relating. So help me | 
God, and these his Holy Gospels.” 

Such is the oath taken by a Roman Catholic 
Bishop ; an oath utterly incompatible with that 
spirit of religious toleration which we are endeav- 
oring to maintain in this country ; an oath which 
renders allegiance to the Roman Pontiff paramount 
and supreme, and which dispenses with the obliga 
tions of the American citizenship.

pect of our cause before millions that would oth- 
erwise remain entirely ignorant of its claims. 

THE SUBJECT ALREADY BEFORE CONGRESS. 


After the Legislature of Massachusetts had pass- 
ed such strong resolves in favor of our plan, peti- 
tions were sent in 1837-8, to Congress; but as 
all those presented during the last two or three 
years, have been laid on the table, the subject re- 
mains of course, to be taken up at pleasure.— 
Whether it shall be resumed at all, must depend 
on the voice of the people, and hence the neces- 
sity of loading the tables of both houses with re- 
newed petitions. Congress has shown itself more 
favorable to the measure than could have been 
expected, and will doubtless be ready to take hold 
of it in earnest whenever the people shall gener-
